The other day it died completely as I con- 
nected it toa.c. & the former smouldered. The TRF has been replaced by a DxX~1504 
just purchased yesterday & an GM-2 antenna which arrived a few weeks ago. The 
1504 will be run froma l2VDC outboard source to cut down line noise. From first 
impression the 1504 is a lot better on BCB than any RX I have used previously and 
that includes a Sony CRF=150 which I had up to about six months ago, then sold it 
because it was weak on BCR, and had drifting calibrations.

I asked whether the station had the prozrams scheduled at the times Y heard 
theme.«. In my reports to DXI, I either listed it as “unID" or"KPAR?2", or 
stated that I may possibly have had it..ee Do you feel a X'er should refrain 
from reportinz unless he has a positive identification??", ssae% Well, we'll 
do this one bit at a time, as there are several considerations, First, I 
feel that the info Mike rptd was a bit scanty, and on that basis alone, I 
wouldn't have reported to them at all. I wouldn't advise reporting unless the 
details are sufficient that a conscientious CE could verify it. Secondly, 

I don't suggest never reporting an uniD, but only when it is beyond a reason~ 
able coubt. In this case, the time almost preculded the possibility of such 
a loz, and there were several other co-channel stns. which could have run EE. 
Many D’ters take even more care with such rare birds as this one. In summary y 
the only question here is one of an unwarranted assumption, vhich many DX'ers 
frequently maxe, The problem comes when a consistent verifier-of-anythinz gets 
a tentative which wasn't his station but veries it anyway, then the UXter, 
with natural reactions, says that since he zot a verie, it had to be that 
station.
